It has cost $50,000,000 to pay the 


Btorngo and carrying charges on the 
stocks since January 1, 1881, or very 
neaily twice what tho entire amount 
of oil on hand would bring if sold at 
pioseat prices. The annual loss to oil 
speculators on tho fluctuations of the 
market has been $10,000,000, or a total 
of 870,000,000 since January 1. 1881. 
This estimate of the ttnnnnl loss may 
Boom laigo, but prominent biohois 
say it is not large enough. One brokpi , 
said hia customers alone lost $3.000,000 
in 1882 and $1,800,000 in 1884. 
It hns 


taken about $21,000,000 to pay the 
brokers' commissions since 1881, mak- 
ing a total of $141,000,000, which loss 
has been earned by speculators in 
seven years. la it any wonder that 
most of them have lost monoyP If a 
man is going to tako a flyer in oil he 
had better take it on tho producing 
side of the business 
lew men have 


gono into producing oil but have 
made money, provided they conducted 
their business in a legitimate manner 
and did not try and capture the whole 
world. 


Since 1859 there have boon drilled 


about 57,000 wells at a total cost ol 
$200,000,000 
These wells have pro- 


duced 350,000,000 bnircls ol oil. which 
have been sold for $575,000,000, leav- 
ing a net pioflt of $875,000,000. 
The 


tluoo largest companies engaged in 
tho oil business aia tho Foiest Oil 
Company, the Anchor and the Union 
companies. All those pay good divi- 
dends, tho Forest paying 12 per cent, 
a yeai. 


Oil-producers are divided into two 


classes, one Is tho daring wildcatter, 
who, going far from all other fields.'. 
leases huge tracts of land and tests' 
them by drilling soveial wells. 
If; he 


is lucky enough to stilke a good well 
liis f01 tune is made. The other class,. 
as conservative as the wildcatter h 
reckless, go about tho thing in a biisl- 
ness-hke manner, and buy pioporty. 
where it has been, pioved that oil ex- 
ists in paying quantities. Thoy have 
the business down so fine that tho; 
can tell you almost to a week how long 
it will take to pay for their piopcity 
with oil at a certain price. *

LOOKING AT THE CHURCH. 


Members of the Presbyterian So- 


ciety Pleased with the Pic- 


ture and Plans. 


Mr. W. T. Wells, ot the building com- 


mittee for the Presbyterian church, is at 
the lecture room of the old church to- 
day exhibiting the illuminated picture of 
the proposed new stone church and the 
plans for the same. This is a matter of 
special interest to all members of the 
church, as the style and cost of the new 
edifice one to be! agreed upon, the com- 
mittee taking this practical plan of get- 
ting an expression from the membership. 
The plan submitted was drawn by Wil- 
liams, Otter & Dexter, architects, of Day- 
ton, Ohio, and they sent with it a colored 
picture of the structure. The lot bought 
lor the new structure is the northwest 
corner of North Main and North streets, 
[t is 80x172 feet in size, and west of it is 
;he Presbyterian parsonage property, oc- 
cupied by Rev. W. H. Prestley, the pas- 
:or, and his family. 


The present plans for the new church 


contemplate an outlay of about $40,000. 
The church proposed is to be built of 
lewn or rough stone, 74x140 feet in ex- 
treme dimensions, fronting east, having 
.wo shapely towers in front, with broad 
entrance between, but little appearance 
of roof, except the massive dome over the 
audience room, with belfry above. There 
is an entrance on the south side and 
also a convenient exit on the north side 
connected with kitchen on the second 
Ioor. The main audience room is 71x74 
'eel in size, with circular pews facing the 
mlpit, which is placed in the northwest 
corner ot the room, at the left ot which 
is a department for the choir and organ. 
At i/he rear over the east entrance is a 
>rosid gallery seating ISO people, the 
audience room and gallery seating a total 
ot 730. The aisle leading from the pulpit 
,o the south entrance will be a broad one 


be used especially on funeral occasions. 


Phis arrangement will permit the funeral 
party to retire quickly after the services, 
.he main body of the audience being east 
of the broad aisle. At the rear of the 
pulpit, easy of access, is the pastor's 
study, 10x13.9 feet. West oE the audi- 
ence room, with separate entrance from 
ihe south, are three rooms for the Sun- 
day school, with seating capacity for 
nearly 500. These rooms have folding 
doors between, and ore connected with 
,ho main room in the same manner, so 
hat on big occasions all rooms can be 
hrown together, 
everybody hearing 


ilainly the remarks from the pulpit. 
)irectly over the Sabbath school depart- 
ment are the church parlors, three in 
number, where sociables, festivals and 
Christian Endeavor meetings can bo held. 
?he rooms are connected by folding 
loors, the smaller ones with fireplaces 
ind mantels. There is a kitchen provided 
or on the second floor, for the especial 
cnvenience of the ladies on festival 
Moasions. The entrance to the second 
Ioor is by means of a broad, easy stair- 
way from the south side. 


The outside appearance of the proposed 


/hurch as shown by tho drawing, is one 
if striking beauty, and is greatly ad- 
mired. The projections are all in good 
aste and there will be ample opportunity 
or exterior ornamentation with stone 
and cathedral glass in the numerous wide 
windows on all sides. 


The committee has sole charge of the 


mterprise for the church and will receive 
:ontributions from the membership. Pos- 
ibly ground will be broken for the 
huroh in a few weeks.

The Newspaper Revolution. 


From the Rockford (III.) Register.] 


"The era of cumbrous blanket-sheets seems coming to an end, and newspapers like the New York 5««'nnd Ttrg 


CHICAGO DAILY NEWS are the prominent journalistic successes of the period. The papers that give enough reading matter 
to fill a good volume in each daily issue are going out of favor with many people who have some other employment for 
their time than the search through mountains of straw for kernels of news. The sheets that give the news systematically 
and amply, and without unnecessary padding, are taking the lead iu the great cities." 


Forty years ago the chief duty of an editor,-in 


view of'his limited facilities, was to gather all the 
news he could and print it. Intelligence was 
transmitted slowly; many occurrences of interest 
were never heard of beyond their immediate 
locality; ocean mails were long in transit, and the 
overthrow of an European dynasty v;as not known 
here until long after the event.
